an increase of 124 schools over 1950. So we 
note with respect their plans to follow 
through in '52:

2. The state office is sending a let- 
ter of appreciation and commenda- 
tion to all churches reporting 
schools in '5l, with the 1952 
VACATION CHURCH SCHOOL HANDBOOK 
for use in getting ready for '52. 


5. Students are being recruited and 
will be trained and assigned to 
give leadership in churches unable 
to hold vacation schools without 
outside help. 


4, Stronger churches are being urged 
to follow the "Share a School" 
plan which has been successfully 
promoted in West Virginia for sev- 
eral years. 


5. Training Conferences and Insti- 
tutes will be conducted throughout 
the state in the Spring after 
Easter.

Most of the meetings will come on Saturday. 
They will be large mass meetings where de- 
nomination and youth leaders will dare youth 


to live, give, and serve in an outspoken 
manner for the sake of Christ. Dramatic 
skits and discussion groups will further 


supplement the challenge by demonstrating 
the operation of deeper discipleship in lo- 
cal churches, youth fellowships, and per- 
sonal lives. 


A large feature of the day will be the sign- 
ing of the Book of Discipleship. This is a 
large book of pages containing the basic 
discipleship pledge to be signed by the 
thousands of Baptist young people who are 
ready to declare themselves. The pages will 
' be bound in a large impressive book and pre- 
sented to the American Baptist Convention at 
the meeting next May in Chicago. 


Young People will carry a story about the 
history ot the Discipleship Call meetings in 


the February 17 issue. This will be followed 
by a series of devotional articles about the 
Discipleship Call meetings. The final article 
in the series will include a copy of the "My 
Answer" form to be used as a commitment card 
in all of the Discipleship Call meetings. 
Young people who are unable to attend the 
actual meetings will thus be able to make 
their response to Christ's call by filling 
in the card and mailing it to the Baptist 
Youth Fellowship. The young people who do 
this thoughtfully and prayerfully will also 
be included in the Book of Discipleship. 


A second feature of this series of meetings 
is the Discipler Training. In most places 
young people who have already comitted them- 
selves to serve as B.Y.F. disciplers will 
come to the Discipleship Call meeting on the 
evening before the mass meeting and will re- 
main after it is over. They will be given 
advanced training in the program of the 
B.Y.F. with special guidance in evangelism 
and discipleship sharing.

JAMBOREE! 


Now is the time to set up a junior high jam- 
boree program for your area beginning next 
fall. Everywhere that jamborees have been 
held there is enthusiasm for the program. 


What is a jamboree? In short it is a brief 
convention designed especially for junior 
high young people and covering a small geo- 
graphital area so that a large number of 
jurttior highs may be reached. The program 
should have plenty of color, life, novelty, 
and enthusiasm. There should be opportunity 
for fun and recreation. But there should be 
a@ serious side to the program with plenty of 
down to earth training on how to be a good 
officer ina junior high Baptist Youth Fel- 
lowship and how to conduct a youth program 
in the church. Junior high young people like 
to play. But also they are eager to get down 
to business and to enlarge their knowledge 
about how best to serve. 


If you want to know more about the jamboree 
program you might look up the March issue of 
BAPTIST LEADER. There is an article about 
the program developed in Ohio by the late 
Mrs. J. Be Holloway, one of the most able 
junior high leaders in the American Baptist 
Convention. Also, a coming issue of 'TEENS 
is going to have an article about the "Dis- 
covery Trek" held last Columbus Day for 
junior highs in Rhode Island. 


Incidentally, "jamboree" is not a name that 
you have to use in planning your junior high 
area program. Many different names have been 
adopted by state or city groups. But "jam- 
boree" is the word by which from here on we 
shall designate small area junior high 
gatherings. 


Get on the band wagon! Make sure that your 
part of the country will be "jamboreeing" 
with the junior highs next year. 


The national office of the Baptist Youth 
Fellowship is anxious to give help and coun- 
sel in planning and conducting jamborees. 
The B.Y.F. is eager to help provide leader- 
ship and to assist in planning. It is hoped 
to make a complete report and record of jam- 
borees across the convention during the next 
year.

JUNIOR HIGH LABORATORY SCHOOL 


The Junior High Laboratory Training School, 
will be a division of the second laboratory 
training school at Green Lake next sumer 
(July 26 to Aug. 9). It will be an experi- 
mental program in the total B.Y.F. program 
for junior highs. Church school teachers, 
Christian education workers, superintendents 
and B.Y.F. advisers are urged to attend. 


For the entire two-week period there will be 
work with junior highs. About half of the 
time will be given to a development of tech- 
niques in the junior high department program 
of teaching and worship, using Judson church 
school materials. The other half will be 
devoted to the fellowship program as it is 
conducted on Sunday evenings, using JR. HIGH 
TOPIC. A basic text for the two-week school 
will be the new Junior High Advisers' Hand- 


book, which will be off the press ina few 
weeks. The entire training school will meet 


together for a short morning Bible session 
and a few evening sessions. Junior high 
leaders will be together for training during 
the day.

TOWARD A BETTER SUNDAY CHURCH SCHOOL 
"The Sunday School is the greatest movement 
for good in the twentieth century." Do you 
agree with the person who made this sweeping 
statement? Whatever our thinking on the 
subject, certainly we would all agree that 
this organization has been a means of win- 
ning many to Christ and the church, 


"No one lmows just when the first Sunday 
school was held, but the Sunday-school 
movement was started in 1780 in Gloucester, 


England, by Robert Raikes, who gave wide 
publicity to his Sunday school for poor 


children." Since 1780, many changes have 
taken place in the Sunday school, the Bible 
School, the Sunday Church School or whatever 
we may choose to call it. There is another 
side which we are reluctant to mention but 


will. It is this, some schools seldom, if 
ever, make any changes. Every year there 
should be, after thorough study and evalua- 


tion, some new, vital, and creative features 
in the total church school program. 


LET'S ACT 


Why not start with the Sunday church school 
to which we belong? Let us read and survey 
and talk things. over with the pastor, super- 
intendent, board of Christian education, or 
in the Workers' Conference and begin to en- 
vision a program worthy of the Christ whom 
we serve. It may be that we should get our- 
selves prepared by reading a good book on 
Christian education or the Sunday school, 
possibly one of the following:

The use of creative drama in teaching Bible 
stories and poems to children has long been 
accepted as good procedure in many Sunday 
church schools. The pieture above illus- 
trates such an experiment. It was taken dur- 
ing the regular class session in the Primary 
Department of a mid-west church. But not 
very many churches have been willing to per- 
mit similar experiments. among Junior High 
and Senior High School groups. Among the 
types of creative drama experiments appro- 
priate for use with the older groups are 
play readings, so-called socio-dramas, walk- 
ing-rehearsals, etc. These names may sound 
more formidable than their use would merit. 
Actually, they are simply advanced stages 
of the same imaginative play which good 
teachers have been using with younger chil- 
dren for many years. Their success as re- 
ligious instruction will be in proportion to 
the validity of their content. The story 
content should link with the life of the boy 
or girl playing with the material. Daniel 
refusing the king's meat may remain "just a 
Bible story," or may be made to come to 
vivid life by the creative acting out of a 
Similar situation in a contemporary setting.

HINTS ON PHOTOGRAPHING Y OD eee 


1. Get a good camera! Study your needs and decide what type of 
equipment you will need. If you wish to use one camera for both 
color and black-and-white, your camera will be a 35mm: Kodak 30, 
Argus 03, Bolsey; or in the higher-priced class, the Leica or the 
Contax. If you can have two cameras, in addition to one of the 
above choose a 2+ x 2¢ reflex, such as the Ansco Reflex, Kodak 
Reflex II, or the more expensive Rollieflex. Avoid an unneces- 
sarily heavy camera. 


2. Learn how to use your cameral The book HOW TO MAKE GOOD PIC- 
TURES will be of real value. If you must have a photographic 
magazine, CAMERA MAGAZINE will give real help in the use of your 
camera and will be more acceptable in most homes. 


3. Don't buy too many gadgets--butI-- there are a few "musts" in 
additional equipment. Many pictures are spoiled for reproduc- 
tion because they are not in clear focus. Get a sturdy tripod 
and use it as often as you can. Some candid shots do not lend 
themselves to a tripod but most of the shots you use will be 
pictures you have taken on a tripod. You will learn from exper- 
ience} Another item is the light meter. Don't waste your money 
on cheap models. The Weston or the General Electric are both 
very good. Use the meter to check your exposures=--you will save 
time and film, and get pictures you would otherwise lose. Other 
things you may want: flash equipment, Kodak flash card, anda 
filter to darken skies. Use a K2 if you like. Many photogra- 
phers prefer the darker G filter. 


4. Know what pictures you want! A "shooting list" is frequently 
used. The are of the day in camp provides an easy outline. 
Avoid mass grouping of posed people. Get intimate closeups of 
people in the actual process of enjoying living. Depict activi- 


ties that are especially common to camping. Avoid pictures that 
could just as well be taken in the Sunday school classroom. 


5. Use the proper film! "Plus X" is good for the 35mm. Do not 
try to use faster films. Slower film will give clear pictures 


without grain if properly developed. Fast film in the 35mm will 
produce grain when enlarged for reproduction. For the Reflex et 


x 2% many prefer "Plus X." I always use "Super XX." It does not 


yield grain up to 8 x 10 enlargements, is fast enough to protect 
the depth of field, and is excellent with flash. Select a good 
film and stay with it. Learn how it reacts and master it. 


6. Your first Christmas present! Make it flash equipment. The 
cabin life, the campfire, shadows on faces on a sunny day are a 
few of the reasons why you need such equipment. Ask your dealer 
to discuss the advantages of the speed light vs. flash with you. 
When taking flash do not try to include too much, Bight to ten 
feet is the best distance and if the subject is not too far from 
the background which stops light, results will be more pleasing. 


7. Protect your negatives! There is little reason for taking a 
picture if a careless scratch is to destroy its usefulness. The 


55mn film should not be kept rolled. Get the glassine envelope 
combined in & folder to hold 36 exposures cut in strips of six 
pictures. They are inexpensive and keep the film clean and flat, 


A rolled film is extremely difficult to handle in an enlarger.

Three quarterly 
bulletins will be sent to these lo- 
cal church Student Counselors, giv- 
ing helpful suggestions for programs 
and the use ofappropriate materials.
